Andover students will soon 
hear the story of Kimberly Hol- 
land, a 19-year-old who loved life 
and whose family and friends 
adored her.

But they'll have to hear it from 
her 22-year-old sister Tiffany Hol- 
land, because Kimberly Holland 
can no longer tell it herself. 


A drunken driver killed her 


instantly on Interstate 93 North in 
Andover almost two weeks ago, 
police say. She and a friend were 
traveling to New Hampshire when 
they stopped in the breakdown 
lane for an unknown reason. Police 
say that’s when a man swerved out 
of the darkness and hit both girls,

someone had helped sooner? 
He absolutely ran.”

Today, the knowledge that her 


sister and best friend is suddenly 
gone burns brightly in Tiffany Hol- 


land’s blue eyes. She steels her 
body and calms the anger in her 


voice to tell “Kimmy’s” story. 


“We were two years apart. We 
were really close growing up. We 
had a lot of mutual friends and 
we'd spend the summers together,” 
she says slowly. “She'd (wear) 
these huge, flared bellbottoms. 
She’d have a flashy tank top on, a 
different jacket for every ensem- 
ble. She had seven-inch platform 
(shoes). We got our tattoos togeth- 
er. We got our cars together.” 

Now, besides the memories, all 
Tiffany Holland has left of her sis- 
ter is her jewelry, including the 
half-carat diamond around her 
neck that her fingers play with.

New law says religious leaders must report signs of sexual abuse; Catholic confessionals still confidential

Massachusetts is now the 32nd 
state to hold clergy accountable by 
law for reporting suspicions of 
sexual abuse. 

Until now, clergy members 
were exempt from a law that 
requires people who work with 
kids — like teachers and doctors — 
to report signs of sexual abuse to 
the Department of Social Ser- 
vices. A new bill, signed into law 
last week, adds clergy to that list. 

“If you know about it, you 
report it,” says state Sen. Sue 
Tucker, who says she revived the 
effort to pass the bill six months 
ago as chair of the Senate’s 
Human Services Committee that 
oversees children’s issues. 

The passage of the bill comes 
as the Catholic Church is 
embroiled in a nationwide sex 
scandal, ignited by the conviction 
of defrocked priest John Geoghan

in February. Since then, several 
priests from New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
have been accused of sexual 
abuse. A law like this could possi- 
bly have saved alleged victims 
much suffering, says Tucker. 

“It’s clearly overdue. If this had 
been done years ago, it might have 
saved enormous pain,” she adds. 

While Geoghan was convicted 
only three months ago, the legisla- 
ture had been dealing with this 
issue for years. A similar version 
of the bill was filed almost 10 
years ago. The stumbling blocks 
for state Senate and House leaders 
were how to word the bill so that 
members of all religions were 
included, and how to deal with the 
confidentiality of the Catholic 
confessional. 

“Tt was a difficult task,” says 
Carole Malone, Tucker’s policy 
director, specifically talking about 
addressing responsibility for all 
faiths.

New law’s effect 

It’s too soon to tell how many 
sex offenses have been reported 
since the abuse scandal broke, 
says Carol Yelverton, the public 
affairs director for the Department 
of Social Services. Those numbers 
won't be available until July 
Regardless, she says having a law 
on the books that keeps cases from 
being swept under the rug is a pos- 
itive step. “The more we can do to 
empower children and all citi- 
zens, she says, “the better.”

Young kids remind Andover teens to be

Bottom line with 
the flood of letters fill- 
ing a designated mail- 
box at Andover High? 
Be safe this prom season and 
don’t drink and drive. 

The mantra may be flooding 
television and radio space, but it’s 
letters like the ones mentioned 
above that can really get a teenag- 
er’s attention, says David Nichols, 
who oversees the health curricu- 
lum for Andover schools. 

Nichols said for the past three 
years, fourth- and fifth-graders at 
Bancroft, Sanborn, South and 
West Elementary schools, have 
been involved with a friendly let- 
ter campaign this time of year. It’s 
a popular project taken up during 
prom season that has ended up 
being an important part of the 
town’s health curriculum for stu- 
dents. The Andover High prom, 
for juniors and seniors, is tomor- 
row, Friday, May 10 at the Shera- 
ton Ferncroft in Danvers. 

The younger kids write letters 
to remind Andover High juniors 
and seniors to be safe at the prom

as well as at the popular after- 
prom parties. Teens do indeed 
read the letters, Nichols said. 

“This letter writing works,” 
said Nichols who went on to 
explain that it hits much closer to 
home than a television or radio ad. 
Today’s prom-goers 
can remember being 
in fourth and fifth- 
grade in Andover, he 
said. In some cases, 
letter writers are the 
little brothers and sis- 
ters of someone’s 
high-school chums. 

It makes some 
teens pause and 
Nichols said that’s 
significant in the 
effort to keep kids 
safe during prom sea- 
son. 

For example, another letter 
states “I have a sister that goes to 
Andover High School. Her name 
is Alison and you might have 
heard of her ... [ am worried about 
the high-school students that are 
going to the prom like my sister ... 
you could get hurt or even killed 
from drunk drivers. I hope that 
you will warn all of your friends 
to be careful and don’t ruin the 
lives of innocent people. If you get 
drunk, let someone else take you 
home. My heart would be broken 
if anything happened to a high- 
school student. Please, take my 
advice.” 

It was signed “from a little sis- 
ter of a high-school student just 
like you.” 

“This letter-writing project is 
another tool for us. Sometimes, 
children’s voices are what works. 
It’s interesting. Many juniors and 
seniors will remember what they 
read,” Nichols said.

and Andover High, where close family 
friends attend — to tell her sister’s story. She 
wants to warn kids about the dangers of 
drunken driving and save any lives that she 
can. 

“If you can get just one or two kids to lis- 
ten, you’ve already made a world of differ- 
ence,” she says. “You think you’re invinci- 
ble... until it hits you close to home.” 

The news of Kimberly Holland’s death 
hit her Malden family in the early morning 
hours of Saturday, April 27. The man 
charged in her death is Mark Singleton, 35, 
of Tewksbury. He’s a father of two, an 
American Airlines employee in Boston and 
a member of the Tewksbury Zoning Board 
of Appeals. 

State troopers arrested Singleton after he 
stopped his car 150 yards from the scene of 
the accident, and fled into the woods. Police 
say they caught up with him at the Marriott 
Courtyard Hotel on River Road and found 
his blood-alcohol level to be at .08 percent, 
the legal limit. 

He is charged with motor-vehicle homi- 
cide due to operating under the influence of 
alcohol and reckless operation; leaving the 
scene after causing injury or death; operat- 
ing under the influence of alcohol and caus- 
ing serious injury; and operating in the 
breakdown lane. 

Singleton pled not guilty to all charges 
last Tuesday, April 30 at Lawrence District 
Court. He was released on $10,000 cash bail 
and checked himself into McLean Hospital 
in Belmont for treatment. His pretrial hear- 
ing is scheduled for June 11. 
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His case will likely go to Essex 
Superior Court, says district attorney 
spokesman Steve O’Connell. If con- 
victed, he could receive a minimum of 
One year in jail or a maximum of 15 
years, he says. 

Kimberly Holland’s family wants 
nothing but the most severe penalty. 

“He ran. He was very cowardly 
about it,’ says mother Kathie Holland. 
“What if she had needed CPR? What 
if someone had helped sooner? He 
absolutely ran.” 

The family is furious that a radio 
talk show recently discussed the case 
and expressed pity for Singleton, call- 
ing him a “shattered man” and won- 
dering on air if a possible 15-year sen- 
tence is too much for a man with no 
prior criminal record. His photo, print- 
ed in other papers two weeks ago, por- 
trayed Singleton with tears streaming, 
his hand plastered across his face to 
hide his grief. 

“I wanted to break his fingers so 
bad,” says Tiffany Holland quietly. 

“We don’t care if he’s distraught. 
We want him to feel distraught,’ adds 
Kathie Holland. “I want him to feel the 
pain. Yeah, look what it’s done to his 
life, but he’s (still) got two children at 
his home.” 

Eddie Holland, the girls’ father, 
says a State trooper told him that Singleton 
“thought he had clipped something” when 
the accident occurred. 

“That something you clipped was my 
daughter,” he says, holding back tears. 

Singleton’s lawyer, John Hodges Jr., and 
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The Holland family has been devastated by the 
loss of Kimberly Holland, 19 (in photos on 
table), who police say was killed by a drunken 
driver.

about the dangers of drunken driving 

Tiffany Holland will tell her sister’s 
story next week at West Middle 
School, where Shannon Fitzgerald is a 
student. Tiffany Holland also hopes to 
speak at Andover High School, where 
Shannon’s 17-year-old sister Lauren 
attends, and where students will have 
just returned from the their junior and 
senior prom — an event often associat- 
ed with underage drinking — sched- 
uled for tomorrow, Friday. 

“I just want to tell everyone out 
there how much it impacts people,” 
says Fitzgerald. She’s calling news sta- 
tions to collect video clips of Kimber- 
ly Holland’s accident scene, and she’s 
assembling a slide show of her friend’s 
life. “Just a little veer off the road from 
being a little drunk can hurt every- 
body.” 

She’s only in eighth grade, but 
Fitzgerald says drinking is already a 
problem among her classmates. She's 
hopeful that the presentation she and 
Tiffany Holland give hits home harder 
than the usual “say no to drugs’ pre- 
sentations that students sit through 
annually. “Probably all of us have got- 
ten in a car when we shouldn't have,” 
says Tiffany Holland, who plans to

i THE WORST OF TIMES FOR THE HOLLAND 
FAMILY — but as high-school students head 
to proms — the family is tackling an admirable 
task. It’s talking about the death of Kimberly 
Holland, 19, in the hopes of preventing other 
deaths. 

Police say Holland was killed April 27 
after she got out of her car in the breakdown 
lane on Interstate 93 in Andover. Police have 
charged the man they say hit her with driving 
under the influence of alcohol. 

The Hollands deserve a great deal of credit 
for talking about their ordeal. Every year 
high-school students hear from lots of adults 
about the dangers of drinking and driving. 
But a personal story, a personal plea can make 
the difference. 

Similarly, Paula Cahow deserves recogni- 
tion for her letter to the editor on this page. 
Cahow’s house was trashed by kids having a 
party while she was on vacation. She found 
cases and cases of booze, broken glass and 
ruined household items. Many parents try to 
sweep the memories of such parties aside, but 
she’s come forward, hoping to spark debate 
about one of Andover’s on-going problems. 
She wants more parents to talk about Andover 
teens’ party scene. 

“What I’d like to urge is just the fact that if 
someone hasn’t read this letter, share it with 
them,” she says. “(Kids) are walking around 
with vodka in water bottles. If there’s a drug 
they want, they can get it very easily.” 

Andover, just like any other community, 
can use more parents who take a more active 
interest in their teenagers’ social lives, even 
though it isn’t always an easy subject. Some- 
times a single story can help convince young 
adults like Andover High School prom-goers 
to not drink and drive. Not on prom night. Not 
the night after. Not ever. 

We need to keep all the Kimberly Hollands 
we still have with us.

Facilities director paints picture of town’s maintenance department 


Editor, Townsman: 

I would like to respond to the 
article on the Plant and Facilities 
Department in your May 5 edition. 
Comments about the Plant and 
Facilities Department’s budget 
stating that it grew by 10.6 percent 
from last year and 26 percent from 
the 2000 budget were misleading. 
What the article failed to point out 
is that the largest growth occurred 
in the $2,372,000 capital portion, 
which includes all the other depart- 
ment’s capital requests. Items like 
school technology, police and pub- 
lic works vehicles, sidewalk pro- 
jects, and Fire Department radios 
are just a few of these items, which 
have nothing to do with Plant and 
Facilities. In fact, when the capital 
portion is subtracted, the P&F 
operating budget only grew by 4.9 
percent while building-space 
responsibility due to the new 
schools and public safety center is 
growing by 18 percent. Despite the 


substantial growth in building 
space, there are no new positions, 
and, compared with the FY 2000 
budget, our staffing went from 
51.9 to 55.2 positions (a 6-percent 
increase), while total space 
increases, counting all the prior 
additions to the high school, ele- 
mentary schools and other areas 
during the past five years has 
exceeded 25 percent. Similar 
increases in responsibility and 
workload occurred in our other 
divisions, including an increase in 
the vehicles we maintain, our 
forestry and field maintenance pro- 
grams and the projects that we 
manage. 

The comments and heading on 
the two building projects we man- 
age (schools and public safety) 
focus only on the negative, and 
provide none of the facts related to 
the comment: “both projects are 
costing hundreds of thousands of 
dollars extra than was anticipated

when Town Meeting approved 
them.” The $350,000 increase in 
the school project represents the 
smallest percent increase of more 
than a dozen area communities 
with similar school projects that 
experienced huge, double-digit- 
percent budget increases. These 
are all due to historically high con- 
struction-cost increases that 
occurred during the past two years. 
In fact, had it not been for the dis- 
covery of radon at the site and 
additional quantities of ledge, the 
town could have absorbed these 
higher bid costs in the project con- 
tingency budget. The proactive 
action taken by our project team to 
test for radon early in the process 
resulted in a cost-effective radon 
mitigation system, which was 
added into the building design. 
While it was expensive, it was still 
substantially cheaper than adding 
a system after the building and 
foundation were in place, which is 


what typically happens. Most of 
the requested increases for the 
public-safety project are related to 
equipment and system needs 
requested by our fire and police 
chiefs, including a monopole, new 
phone system, improved security 
systems and furniture. These were 
explained in detail at this year’s 
Town Meeting, which approved 
the funds. The remaining amount 
that was part of this request 
($200,000) is due to additional 
costs resulting from quality issues 
with the contractor’s work, which 
required substantially more testing 
and engineering oversight, as well 
as added costs due to delays by the 
general contractor causing the pro- 
ject to be nine months behind 
schedule. Our project team has not 
allowed any shoddy workmanship 
and has done everything possible 
to rectify this. We will also seek all 
legal remedies to reimburse the

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Hajj: Sheriff trying to protect ‘gluteus maximus’ 
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Housing Authority chairman says he was misled about type of inmate allowed to work

The words “drugs” and “low- 
level offender” don’t go together 
for Andover Housing Authority 
Chairman Ron Hajj. 

While Hajj’s Housing Authori- 
ty has been accused of failing to 
supervise inmates working there, 
after one working inmate alleged- 
ly raped and beat a female resident 
two weeks ago, Hajj says he was 
horrified to learn that the alleged 
attacker was doing time for a drug 
conviction. 

Alexander Mattei, 38, of 
Lawrence, had also been 
arrested 33 times before 
he was arrested Friday, 
April 26 and charged 
with raping the Grand- 
view Terrace woman. 
Paul Fleming, a 
spokesperson for the 
Essex County Sheriff's 
Department, says Mattei 
was typical of the crimi- 
nals who worked on the 
premises. Fleming 
refused to provide the specific 
offenses that other inmates who 
the sheriff's department sent to 
Andover had been convicted of. 
They were just drug offenses — 
they were low-level offenders,” he 
says. 

But Hajj, whose board has been 
criticized for failing to supervise 
the inmates, says a drug offense is 
not “just” a minor offense. He 
says he never knew that inmates 
convicted of drug offenses — or 
convicted repeatedly for that mat- 
ter — were setting foot on the

Housing Authority grounds. He 
says the sheriff’s department mis- 
led him. 

“We were told that the category 
(of inmates) were people who 
were not paying alimony, people 
bouncing checks, or DWI (driving 
while intoxicated),” Hajj says. 
“That was the type of people we 
were told were coming to the 
Housing Authority.” 

Disgruntled members of the 
Andover Police Department say 
they were never told at all that 
inmates were coming to the Hous- 
ing Authority. They've 
since learned - and 
believe having inmates 
working in town without 
a corrections officer on 
site is inappropriate. 

Immediately after the 
attack, the sheriff's 
department abolished a 
second-level of the 
work-release program 
that had allowed certain 
inmates to work with only super- 
vision by employees of the com- 
munity in which they were work- 
ing. Now, those inmates will per- 
form community service with a 
correctional officer in tow. Only 
inmates who are in the last leg of 
their sentence will continue to 
work under an employer’s super- 
vision only, as has been done up to 
this point. 

Hajj says he understands why 
some Housing Authority residents 
are nervous after the attack, and 
adds that he wouldn’t have expect- 
ed them to coexist with drug con- 
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Ardover police outside the 
crime scene on Friday, April 
26. 


victs. Earlier this week, the Hous- 
ing Authority invited a counselor 
from a local trauma center to talk 
to residents and employees who 
are still shaken. Christine Metze- 
maekers, the Housing Authority 
director, is keeping in touch with 
the victim and her family. 

“We understand that there are 
people in the Housing Authority 
who are very upset. I’m a very 
unhappy person with what hap- 
pened,” Hajj says. 

The type of criminals allowed 
in the work-release program isn’t 
the only issue in dispute. Hajj con- 
tinues to defend the Housing 
Authority, insisting that it did not 
know it was supposed to keep a 
constant vigil over the inmates, 
who, according to requirements of 
the work-release program, were 
not supervised by a corrections 
officer. 

“If we had to watch these men

Superintendent Claudia Bach 
presented six possible scenarios 
and a number of contingency 
plans outlining what might be 
done if the new schools are not 
ready to open on time next Sep- 
tember.

would it be for us to bring four 
prisoners in and have our mainte- 
nance men watch them?” Hajj 
asks. 

Hajj says the Housing Authori- 
ty interpreted the word “supervi- 
sion” to mean checking on the 
inmates every 15 minutes to half 
an hour to “make sure they were 
there.” A representative from the 
sheriff's department visited 
bimonthly to see how things were 
going. 

“He knew (the inmates) were 
working by themselves,” Hajj 
says. “The sheriff's department is 
just trying to protect their gluteus 
maximus.” 

The sheriff’s department main- 
tains that the Housing Authority 
should have known its responsibil- 
ity, citing a contract signed by for- 
mer Housing Authority Director 
Kenneth Dorrance. It also says it 
notified the police department 
with a letter in 1998 that stated 
inmates would be working in 
town. Police have challenged that 
claim, stating the letter was 
addressed to a former police chief 
and was not specific in nature. 

Despite the finger-pointing, 
Fleming says there were many 
good points to the program. 

“It took one horrific incident to 
ruin the program for everyone.” he 
says. “It saved... the Andover 
Housing Authority several thou- 
sands of dollars in labor and work 
costs.” 

Hajj agrees that the Housing 
Authority will suffer with its 
maintenance force now cut in half. 


“We're just going to have to strug- 
gle,” he says. “There’s a lot of 
other housing authorities in the 
state that will be hurting like this.” 

Hajj says that bringing inmates 
back to the grounds — with correc- 
tional officers to supervise them 
is not a possibility for discussion 
at this time. 

“We can’t afford to have anoth- 
er problem like this.” he says 
“What happens if one (inmate) 
snuck off and did something’ 
We'd be crucified again. As far as 
we're concerned, we just can't 
have any faith in the sheriff's 
department.”

Elementary-school instrumental music 


Hanging by a string? 


Bach strengthens call for after-school, fee-based progam 


By Ben Hellman 

Saying it is no longer possible 
to have elementary instrumental 
music lessons during the class day, 
Superintendent Claudia Bach on 
Tuesday criticized new School 
Committee member Chris Smith’s 
possible directive to create a com- 
mittee to investigate keeping 
instrumental lessons during the 
school day. 

“I can create that massive 
process. I really think it’s pointless. 
I think that’s a foolish waste of 
time,” she said. 

Bach also called Smith’s direc- 
tive, which had support from 
members Dick Collins and Gerry 
Gustus, an “impossible demand” 
saying, “I think that’s unreason- 
able.” No formal vote was taken on 
the idea. 

Bach cited financial concerns, 
classroom disruption issues, legal 
issues, inequalities, and the 900 
time-and-learning hours mandated 
by the state as reasons against 
keeping the daytime instrumental 
program. The program is currently 
in place and has been used for 43 
years. 

But Bach returned to the School 
Committee this week with data she 
had collected at the committee’s 
request in early March when par- 
ents and music teachers com- 
plained about her before- or after- 
school instrumental music plan. At 
that time, Bach had cited financial 
concerns and parents’ preferences 
as reasons for cutting the daytime 
lessons and instituting an after- 
school, fee-based program. 

Now, Bach says “money is a

secondary issue.” 

She admitted that she did not 
realize how many hours elemen- 
tary students were spending in 
band, chorus and instrumental 
lessons. “It went under my radar,” 
she said. 

In 1994 the state adopted the 
Student Learning Time Regula- 
tions. The regulations state that 
elementary school students need to 
spend 900 hours per year in math- 
ematics, science and technology, 
history and social science, English, 
foreign languages and the arts. 
Currently a student involved in 
chorus, band and instrumental 
lessons loses 72 of the state-man- 
dated 900 hours, Bach said. Chil- 
dren taking only the instrumental 
lessons miss 27 of the hours. 

Bach also said that legal issues 
could arise if the schools charge 


fees for classes that occur during 
the school day. 

Member Gerry Gustus said he 
didn’t feel the committee had been 
up front with parents that the fee- 
based program the parents asked 
for would not be offered during the 
school day. “We did a not-great job 
in advertising what we were going 
to do,” he said. Bach said she 
thought it was clear, when the par- 
ents opted to pay for the lessons, 
that the lessons would occur after 
school. 

Music parent and private violin 
instructor Leah LaDu Goldstein 
said that if something were to be 
moved after school it should be the 
chorus and band ensembles, as the 
string ensemble has always met 
after school. “Band and chorus 
could easily be fee-based and after 
school,” she said. In her arguments 
against cutting the instrumental 
program she mentioned the Mel- 
rose schools, which charge fees for 
daytime lessons, and the Marble- 
head schools, which take students 
out of recess or arts blocks instead 
of academic classes for lessons. 
(Parents) already pay a fee,’ she 
said, referring to the purchasing of 
instruments. “They can’t use cigar 
boxes.” 

Bach said that students leaving 
classrooms and returning disrupt 
learning. David Shuman, a fifth- 
grader and cellist from Bancroft 
responded to Bach’s complaint 
that students who missed classes 
had no way of making up lost class 
time. “I think it should be students’ 
responsibility,” he said. He added

that the school-day program 
allowed him an opportunity to 
study an instrument that he would 
not have had otherwise. Bach 
asked David directly if he would- 
n’t have taken lessons if they were 
offered after school. He replied he 
would not have because “I have a 
ton of things after school.” 

‘Four hundred third-, fourth- 
and fifth-graders are involved in 
this program. If you move it after 
school the inequity will grow,” 
said parent Ellen Davidson, 
responding to Bach’s presentation. 
“One half hour of cello is not rea- 
son to (end the program.) I don’t 
buy it,” she said. 

Parents called for Bach to show 
data that proved that instrumental 
students’ grades suffered. Bach 
did not have any data available. 
Davidson said, “We are asking 
you to make this work.” 

Bach’s presentation caused 
heated debate among the School 
Committee members and con- 
cerned residents. 

When member Gerry Gustus 
said that the current system was 
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working during the school day, 
member Chris Smith asked, “Are 
you saying we should flaunt the 
law?” Gustus shot back, “Yes, 
Chris, absolutely.” 

The Department of Education 


has recently conducted an audit of 


the schools that didn’t find fault 
with the current instrumental 
music lesson system, noted Gus- 
tus. 

“We can’t break the law,” said 
Collins. 

Gustus replied, “The state will 
not come with a padlock and lock 
the school doors.” 

Committee members repeated- 
ly tried to table the matter until a 
later date, but Bach balked at their 
request to find a plan that would 
keep the lessons during regular 
school hours. The committee 
finally closed the matter, which 
will be decided at its next meeting 
on May 21. 

“What we need in our next 
meeting is a definite proposal. We 
have to come up with something,” 
said Collins, who was acting as 
chairman in Tina Girdwood’s 
absence. Bach said she welcomed 
ideas and input. 
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Once again, Andover will get a 
little help with the cost of its sewer 
expansion project from the state. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold 
announced this week that Andover 
will receive $61,000 from the 
Commonwealth’s Sewer Rate 
Relief Fund. The fund is intended 
to ease the burden of sewer con- 
struction projects for communities. 

Andover is currently one year 
into a $30-million sewer-expan- 
sion project. The project is expect- 
ed to be completed by 2006. 

The state gives Andover, along 
with several other communities, 
compensation for the money it 


pours into sewer projects, such as 
those that help eliminate water pol- 
lution and expand sewer services, 
Finance Director Tony Torrisi has 
said. 

Andover’s compensation of 
$61,000 will be split among the 
sewer bills of the town’s 4,500 
sewer customers. 

Residents pay for sewer service 
twice a year on their water bills, 
Torrisi has said. The credit will 
appear once and counts towards 
the full year. 

Last year, Andover received 
about half of this year’s allocation 
— $31,000. That meant about a

$6.80 credit per customer. 

In 2000, Andover received 
$29,000, which allowed a $6.68 
credit on each customer’s bill. In 
1999, the state granted Andover 
only $14,000 and customers 
received a $3.18 credit. 

But, says Finegold, in a year 
when the state is threatening 10- 
percent cuts in local aid, every bit 
counts. “With Andover’s pressing 
needs with the expansive sewer 
project, the delegation pushed hard 
to get Andover more relief, and it 
obviously worked out pretty well,” 
he says.

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Project manager may build career 


Eyes new position, may leave before town’s projects complete

The public safety center and 
new schools aren’t done yet, but 
the man in charge of them is mak- 
ing plans to leave town. 

Project Manager Phil Tuminel- 
li, who was hired specifically to 
see three of the town’s largest cap- 
ital projects from beginning to end 
is already looking for his next job. 

The safety center project he’s 
Overseeing is seven months late 
and the new schools may not open 
on time, according to the School 
Building Committee. The town 
does not yet formed a new plan for 
the third project, a new senior cen- 
ter, since an earlier effort fizzled. 

Tuminelli, who hasn’t given his 
notice yet, says he’s simply prepar- 
ing for the day that the projects are 
complete and his work is done in 
Andover. Yet, he won’t promise 
that he’ll stay in town to see those 
projects through to the end. 

“I have to start looking,” he 
says. “I was hired to do those pro- 
jects and that’s it. The projects are 
eventually going to be complete.” 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczyn- 
ski says Tuminelli told him several 
months ago that he was interview- 
ing with a private industry. 
Tuminelli now says he’s “pretty 
close” to closing a deal for 
employment with that industry. He 
won't say how much of an 
increase, if any, that job will pay 
over his current $75,000 salary 
from the town. But Joe Piantedosi, 
Plant and Facilities director who 
oversees Tuminelli, says project 
managers in the private sector can 
easily pull in $100,000 per year. 

Tuminelli says his decision to 
make a career move has nothing to 
do with the two on-going projects’ 
problems. 

“] don’t see them as being in 
trouble,” he says. 

Yet, it’s no secret that the safe- 
ty-center and schools projects have 
had a rough road. Since breaking 
ground in September and October 
2000, officials have asked resi- 
dents for more money for both 
projects. The original price tag for 
the safety center was $12.9 mil- 
lion; now, voters have authorized 
the town to spend up to $14 mil- 
lion to finish it, and the project is 
only half done. The original cost 
for the schools was $32 million, 
but voters have since approved 
another $350,000 to finish the job. 

Legal problems are haunting 
the safety-center project as well. 
Mello, the contractor for the safety 
center, is involved in a lawsuit with 
the town regarding a security sys- 
tem Mello says wasn’t in its con- 
tract to purchase and install. 

Last summer, Stapczynski said 
all communication about the safe- 
ty-center project had to come 
through him, to manage the down- 
hill relationship between the con- 
tractor and the town, and to stop 
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Phil Tuminelli, town project 
manager for the safety cen- 
ter, new schools and, eventu- 
aly, senior center, may soon 
be leaving for another job. 


rumors about the project’s prob- 
lems. 

Two months ago, members of 
the School Building Committee 
announced that it is unlikely the 
schools will be open by Septem- 
ber. 


No binding contract 

Stapcezynski says there was an 
“understanding” between himself 
and Tuminelli that Tuminelli was 
“here for these projects.” The town 
does not, however, have a contract 
with Tuminelli that says he must 
stay until the projects are complet- 
ed. “I don’t have any legal ability 
to keep him here until the project is 
absolutely tied up,” says Stapczyn- 
Ski. 

Both Piantedosi and Stapezyns- 
ki refer to former and fleeting pro- 
ject manager David Harding, who 
was hired in 1997, immediately 
after the problematic renovation of 
Andover High School. Andover 
officials hoped that by hiring a pro- 
ject manager like Harding, the 
town’s next capital projects would 
run smoothly. They saw the posi- 
tion, and Harding, as a way to pro- 
vide the projects with consistent 


# 
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oversight from start to finish. 

Then, before either project got 
beyond design work, Harding left. 
His wife took a job on the West 
Coast, and he decided to join his 
family. At the time, he told the 
Townsman that he had intended to 
see the projects through. 

If Tuminelli leaves to take 
another position, it will mean that 
at least the safety-center will have 
seen three project managers for the 
town. 

“It’s hard to attract high-level 
talent and hang on to them in this 
job market,” says Piantedosi, who 
expresses no surprise regarding 
Tuminelli’s aspirations. “Phil is a 
temporary employee. He goes 
away when the job is done.” 

When prompted, Piantedosi 
clarified luis statement, admitting 
the projects are not near comple- 
tion. But that doesn’t change 
Tuminelli’s need to think about the 
future, he says. He says it has noth- 
ing to do with the way the projects 
are going. 

“He certainly isn’t rushing to 
get out of here. He'll probably be 
here until the new schools open,” 
he adds. 

Piantedosi says the relationship 
between himself and the project 
manager are good. Tuminelli says 
he’s never had trouble with Piante- 
dosi’s management style, nor with 
any other town employees or con- 
tractors for the schools and safety 
center. “There’s no bad relation- 
ships. [ have no problem with any 
of them,” he says. 

Stapczynski says he’s never 
witnessed a problem between 
Piantedosi and Tuminelli. “I think 
there’s a lot of respect between the 
two of them,” he says. 

“Phil’s a bright guy, a smart 
guy, he knows the business,” says 
Stapezynski. “His goal is to work 
on big projects. When you've got a 
star like him, how can you say 
‘No, hold your career back?’”

with his workday. “That’s long,” she 
said. 

Another notable letter was from 
Colonel Becky Halstead, who sent 
some Afghan currency as a souvenir. 
The 10,000 Afghani note was color- 
ful and printed with Arabic and 
Latin script. Halstead wrote, “God 
bless you,” and “Study hard.” 

Meehan spoke to students about 
his trip and took questions. Asked if 
he found what he expected, Meehan 
said he expected anti-Americanism 
but didn’t find that. “I got a sense 
they felt we helped liberate their 


country,” he said. Meehan said he 
was surprised to learn that 75 per- 
cent of the world’s heroin comes out 
of Afghanistan.

Asked if the US will go to war 
with Iraq, Meehan said, “We need to 
finish the job in Afghanistan.”

Andover’s high-tech sign 
reads ‘no vacancy’ 


One local company talks about Andover’s techie appeal 


By Judy Wakefield 
VER WONDER IF OFFICE SPACE in 
Pisces high-tech corridor is 
becoming vacant, a sign of a 
shifting economy? 

Forget about it, says Andover’s top 
planning official. When it comes to 
signs, “no vacancy” is more like it. 

While dot.comers (Internet compa- 


nies) and many other companies have 


significantly downsized or cleared out 
of office spaces around the state, 
Andover continues its “sought-after” 


| status, quickly attracting replacement 


tenants. Businesses are like people - 


they want to move here, too. 


“Vacancy has never been a prob- 


| lem,” said Andover planning director 


Steve Colyer. “It’s not like we have to 


| go shopping (for office space tenants). 
| They are standing in line waiting for 
| space to open up.” 


He cites CMGI, the Andover-based 
Internet company, as an example. That 


| company downsized significantly and 
| freed up about 20,000-square-feet of 


office space in Brickstone Square. The 


space filled quickly. Cambridge 


Soundworks had been looking for an 
Andover address for their corporate 


| headquarters and they moved into the 
| former CMGI space. 


“Andover basically has it all. Loca- 


| tion and the support infrastructure, like 


water and sewer,” Colyer said. High- 


| way access, two nearby airports and 
| being “20 minutes from the best educa- 
| tional think tanks in the country,” 


according to Colyer, also make 
Andover attractive. 
Getting up close with one of those 


| high-tech companies shows that Colyer 


is right on the money. 

Vince Graziani of Sanburst Corpo- 
ration, a fairly new high-tech company 
housed on Federal Street in the heart of 
the high-tech corridor, left Medford for 
Andover and has never looked back. 

“Lots of us like to call Andover the 
Silicon Valley of the East,” said 
Graziani, senior vice-president of oper- 


| ations at Sanburst. “There are so many 


companies here. It’s a great location.” 
Sanburst, founded by MIT professor 
Arvind (who goes by just one name) in 


| June 2000, came to Andover about six

months later. 

Sanburst develops gigabit packet 
chip set technology for computers. 

“We don’t build the equipment,” 
Graziani explained. “Rather, we build 
chips for equipment made by compa- 
nies like Nortel, Extreme Networks.” 

And the chips, so to speak, are 
indeed falling Sanburst’s way, as a sec- 
ond round of venture capital funding 
was announced earlier this year. That 
round netted $27.5 million from a long 
list of strategic investors, including 
Matrix Partners, 31 and Greylock. A 
total of $36 million has been invested 
in the company so far. 

As Colyer might have predicted, 
Sanburst is standing in line hoping to 
rent more office space in Andover. It 
has no plans to leave town. 

Business is booming, Graziani said, 


and there is no need to look elsewhere. 
In fact, Sanburst has its eye on a new 
building across the street at 800 Feder- 
al St. 

“This (Andover) is a central location 
for us. We have a lot of employees 
from New Hampshire and Cambridge,” 
said Graziani, who lives in Salem, N.H. 
New Hampshire commuters get off 
Interstate-93 before the Boston-bound 
commuters really tie things up on that 
highway. Cambridge residents working 
in Andover drive the opposite way of 
the Boston-bound traffic. 

Currently, 60 people are on the San- 
burst payroll and most of them are 
engineers. The company’s fact sheet 
lists a heavy emphasis on its team’s 
“networking, advanced algorithms and 
hardware architecture” and states nine 
employees have doctorate degrees.
